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FOREWORD 


T HE Corcoran Gallery of Art takes pleasure in present¬ 
ing an exhibition of fifty-three paintings by American 
artists of today, comprising one work from each of the 
forty-eight states, the District of Columbia, Alaska, Hawaii, 
Puerto Rico, and the Virgin Islands. 

In assembling the paintings included in the present show¬ 
ing, art juries in the different states and territories were 
invited by Mr. Thomas J. Watson to select two pictures rep¬ 
resentative of the art and character of the state or posses¬ 
sion. These paintings were then purchased outright by the 
International Business Machines Corporation, and after 
being shown last summer in two groups—one at the Golden 
Gate Exposition in San Francisco and the other at the New 
York World’s Fair—the present exhibition was selected 
from both groups. 

The Trustees of the Gallery are grateful to Mr. Watson 
and the International Business Machines Corporation for 
the opportunity of showing these paintings and wish to 
express their appreciation of the fine work for the encour¬ 
agement of American art which is thus being done, not only 
through the purchase and exhibition of these paintings but 
in other ways, to bring about a closer relationship between 
businessmen and artists. 

The regular permanent collection of the Corcoran Gallery, 
in its American section, forms a fine and representative 
showing of the art of our country, illustrating the chrono¬ 
logical development of painting in America, from the early 
days to the present. Visitors are thus afforded an opportu¬ 
nity to study this development in relation to the fifty-three 
paintings by artists included in the present special exhibi¬ 
tion. 

In adjoining rooms a representative collection of one hun¬ 
dred etchings and other prints by American artists, show¬ 
ing the development of printmaking in this country, and 
assembled by the American National Committee of Engrav¬ 
ing under the supervision of Mr. John Taylor Arms, is also 
presented.

T HE American National Committee of Engraving takes 
particular pride in the assembly and presentation of 
this exhibition. Within the limitation of one hundred works 
it covers, with unusual completeness, the story of print¬ 
making in the United States, from both an historical and a 
technical point of view, and, though representation on the 
part of every artist of importance is not possible within such 
a restricted number, few significant figures have been omit¬ 
ted. Moreover, an intelligent study of the works here shown 
reveals the fact that the United States has made a definite 
and enduring contribution to the whole vast history of 
prints. 

Every effort has been made in this exhibition to give equal 
representation to the three principal classes of prints—in¬ 
taglio, relief, and planographic—and to emphasize no period 
in the historical development of each at the expense of 
another. Prints, being the most democratic form of pictorial 
expression, most poignantly reflect the customs, thought, and 
life of a time; and the present exhibition offers an unusual 
opportunity to trace the spiritual and technical development 
of graphic art in our country from the first hesitating be¬ 
ginnings, when it was largely the reflection of the art of 
other lands, to the full flowering of today, when the Amer¬ 
ican school is probably, for virility and breadth of point of 
view, the most outstanding in the world. 

Among the many beautiful and interesting prints con¬ 
tained in the present group, it is historically rewarding to 
note the first mezzotint scraped in the United States, one of 
the first historical prints, and the first lithograph to come 
from the stone. Coupled with such recognized masterpieces 
as the examples by Whistler, Duveneck, Hassam.and Benson, 
they constitute an eclectic and important group comparing 
favorably with any that could be selected from the print field 


of any land. In the assembly of them especial thanks are due 
Mr. Otto M. Torrington, Mr. Herman Wunderlich, Mr. 
Henry P. Rossiter, Mr. Harry T. Peters, Mr. Carl Zigrosser, 
and Miss Ann Silbaugh, while the exhibition has been made 
possible only by the untiring efforts and enthusiasm of Miss 
Aline Kistler, executive secretary of the American National 
Committee of Engraving. And so, in a spirit of both grati¬ 
tude and pride, the exhibition is offered to the public at a 
time when love of country and dependence upon the things of 
the spirit are more needed in our daily lives than ever before.
